A weekly report on the happinings 
In the Provincial Legislature, spec- 
jally written by Donald F, Smith. 
* DMONTON— There were no real 
surprises in the Speech from the 
Throne read by Hon. J.J. Bowlen, 
lieutenant - governor of Alberta last 
week at opening ceremonies of the 


third session of the 12th Alberta 
legislature, 
From the time he entered the 


front door of the legislative building 
inspected a Canadian navy guard of 
honor, walkel with Premier Manning 
to the assembly chamber and read 
the speech less than an hour elapsed. 

An outline of some of the legisla- 
tion the government proposes to in- 
troduce in coming weeks of the ses- 
sion, the throne speech contained 
plans to increase aid to education, 
peblic health and new homesteaders 
ard pour more money into public 
health, highways and public works, 

Absence of any mention of farm 
marketing legislation was conspicu- 
ous to those who fully expected it 
to be brought up this session. How- 
ever it still may be introduced as it 
is understood considerable time is 
being devoted to it behind the closed 
doors of the Social Credit members’ 
caucuses, 

In connection with homesteading, 
the throne speech noted heavy de- 
mand for homestead lands and the 
government, to encourage further de- 
velopment, plans to provide loans to 
help pay costs of land clearing and 
breaking. The loans will be brought 
about by an amendment to the Pub- 
lic Lands Act. 

Taxpayers should feel direct ef- 
fects of proposed major increases to 
grants made to school boards for 
operational expenses. A major por- 
tion of the increase is to be. ear- 
marked for tux reduction 
subsidies. 


school 


The government also plans to in- 
crease the capital grants made for 
new school construction and the 
indication is a fund, similar to the 
revolving funds now existing for 
municipal and rural electrification 
borrowings will be established for 
school board borrowings, 

This apparently is the govern- 
ments answer this year to the guni- 
cipalities’ requests for more financial 
aid. They had requested the doubl- 
ing of unconditional grants under the 
Municipal Act but no 
mention is made of increases to the 
grants.
